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E YADA DI SHI’ ITE 


This personality was born in the city of Kaoti (City 
of Temples) in a civilization called Yuga (Vast Body), or 
Yu. This civilization consisted of 180 million people and 
existed a half million years ago. It was located in the 
Himalayan Mountains. He was taken from his mother as 
a baby and raised in the temples, to become a Kata 
(Priest) and later High Priest or Yada. The word really 
means "Spirit Life": He was therefore one of the heads 
of a mystical order called "Shi Ite". 

The "Yu" civilization had been founded by a man 
named Na Sep Ni Ha, meaning the seventh son of a 
family named "Ha". E Yada was killed in a violent 
quake that completely destroyed the civilization along 
with eighty million of its inhabitants. E Yada was about 
thirty-four when he died and the "Yu" civilization one 
thousand and twenty-four when it died. 


PROFESSOR ALFRED LUNTZ 


This personality was born in 1812 and died in 1893. 
He was a clergyman for the High Episcopal Chuhch of 
England. He was of English and German parentage and 
was born in North London. Graduated from the Eton 
School for Boys at the age of seventeen. He worked in 
his father's law firm in Hanover, Germany, until he was 
twenty. Attended Heidelberg where he took a course in 
philosophy and comparative religion, then on to Oxford 
where he received his Ph. D. in the Episcopal Theological 
Seminary and later served a donship. He was a devotee 
of Queen Victoria. He was not surprised when he died to 
discover that he had survived the grave, but stunned 
when he realized there was no heaven or hell as he had 
so eloquently taught and believed. 


LAO-TSE or LAO-TZU 


This personality lived between 550-600 B. C. 
(b. 604 B. C. encyc.), in a town called K'uhsien. He be- 
longed to a wealthy and educated family, and had no 
need to work for the Imperial Library, yet spent much 
time there poring over the books. He later became a 
roaming sage. Actually he did no writing at all, but his 
sayings were compiled by his disciples. Had a wife and 
seven children, and according to custom, several concu- 
bines. At about fifty years of age he abandoned his fam- 
ily and followers and was taken into the mystical school of 
the White Brotherhood. He died smiling happily at the 
age of eighty-two. 

He had an extraordinary intellect and was a truly 
great philosopher; a central figure in Taoism. 


RAMOND NATALLI 


This personality was born in 1598 and died in 1652. 
He was an astronomer and belonged to the Royal House 
of Astronomy in Rome, Italy. He was also a student of 
law. He was a close friend of the famous Galileo and 
secretly fought the bloody hand of the Inquisition. Ra- 
mond Natalli was an agnostic. 

He continued to pursue the field of astronomy after 
passing into the astral. He was pleasantly surprised to 
discover he had survived the death of his physical body. 
He discovered two things of great interest after being 
in the astral world about two years - the first was that 
sun spots were atomic storms and the other was that 
atoms consist of photons of varied frequency levels mov- 
ing in a series of quantum arcs.

All is action - that is, dear s 
Without action, without motion there is no consciousness. There are 
many sleepers on my plane, however - some due to the fact that they 
have lived long on your plane - at least, what you would call long, 
though man should live to be 250 years old in good condition. If you 
live right, eat properly, learn how to relax, but mostly if you learn 
how to think constructively you will live tong and in good health. 

For thinking constructively means you are not wasting your energy in 
useless motions that break down the body. 


"Worries and anxieties are such useless motion. All of man's 
diseases come from mind action. I know some of you are thinking about 
germs, but germs are brought into being by certain actions of the mind

brought physical life to yourself, and you will bring death to yourself, 
though there is really no such thing as death, but only change. You 
will be walking around in space much as you do in dreams - though in 
reality there is no such thing as space - there is only consciousness. 


"Do you believe that this table on which I am placing my hands - 
or the boy's hands which I am using - is taking up space? No, for space 
is not compressible. But space is flowing through this like wind 
thru a net. This exists in my mind - this table. It is made up of 
what? Of light waves, constructed by thought. Due to what? Due to 
necessity, like everything else. Out of the law of necessity all 
things come. 


"When the eye visualizes this table it is in very minute form, But 
how does it get to the brain cells? By electrical impulses running 
along the nerves. That excites the nerves or the brain cells. These 
latter have within them drops of acid, and floating in that acid are 
small granules. When one gets an “outer stimulus" an electrical im- 
pulse runs along the nerves, and when it reaches the brain and strikes 
the acid it excites the granules.

very seldom that one can get.clear-cut communication with a person

ness' from the moment of transition (d) who had while on this plane an 
excellent background both in the physical sciences and in occult and 
psychic studies (e) who is unhampered by prejudice or by the teachings 
of any creed or School or cult (f) and who is willing and able to give 
a factual and cold-blooded account of conditions and experiences 
so far as these have come to him personally. 

(We were fortunate in getting reports of this ideal kind from 
Professor Twining and Professor Charles J. Ryan, yet they were far too 
short, and the givers of them now seem preoccupied with scientific 


E: observations, As to the following communication from F.E., it certain- 


ly does not contain anything new or startling. It is more like a post 

card from a newly arrived traveller; but the traveller being a man of 

the type described above (items 'a' to 'f'), and well-known to most 

of the San Diego group - and since most of us are interested in eactly 
what happens or may happen at the moment of death - I reproduce a few 

paragraphs from the seance notes.) Meade Layne. 


THE CONTROL IS F.E. 


"Meade," said F.E., "this is F.E. How wonderful it is to get 
through and talk to you! I see you have quite a number of people here. 
For the moment I feel as I did sometimes while in the physical body - 
that I need a long, deep breath.

I know now that it was no good - the thing we 
were working on, I mean. But a great deal of work on this is going on 
all over the world. Of course I haven't been everywhere in the world 
yet, but to many places and to many seance rooms especially - and let 
me tell you, there is much, much chicanery in many of them, 


"Gan you tell us about your life now?" asked M.L. 


"Yes," said F.E., "To begin with, I went very quietly; there was no 
struggle, no gasping for breath or anything like that; there was just š 
a gentle going to sleep. I seemed to be having some kind of dream 
before I was completely out of the body, as I remember it now -- as ` 
when one enters a dream, Only I felt as if I were getting up and sit- 
ting up, instead of lying prone. I sat on the edge of the bed, and 
then stood up, and then I suddenly realized that I wasn't able to hold 
myself down - I felt so light. I thought I was dizzy at first, and ' 
then I realized it was just the lightness. I felt as though a load 
had been lifted from me. I looked down at my body on the bed and it 
seemed like a projection I was having. Then I looked for the silver 
cord they tell about. As Muldoon tells of it, one is very aware of 
that in projection. One feels as the blood were pulsing thru it, like 
heart beats. It is the energy that pulses thru the tube that one uses 
in projection. Then when I couldn't feel that I realised that I was 
completely out of the body, that it was not a projection." 


"How did you get back to us?" as ked Meade Layne. 


"Well, on first passing out one is quite conscious of the earth 
life and I just walked over to your house-- about four miles-- I just 
walked along quite briskly. It is good not to have any difficulty in 
walking, no gasping for breath - and you know, Meade, it's nice not to 
have to worry about my upper plate clicking as it used to do and cause 
me embarrassment." 3 


(At a meeting a few days later, F.E. said in substance: "I soon 
realized that I should be able to get to a different place by thinking 
myself there --- the way I do this is to visualize the place, or some 
object or person in it. To get to your office I visualize a room and 
a door and myself as entering the door - and in that instant I am in 
your office and can see everything just as clearly as you can. To get 
to a distant and unknown place, one needs a clue of some kind - such as 
a few words of information from another person. But there is also 
such a thing as following up what seem to be streams of energy or 
vibration." 

(The occult saying "You are where your consciousness is" or where 
your awareness or attention is -- is as obvious as an axiom of Euclid, 
and at the same time might almost be called the basic axiom of occultism. 
It is perhaps for this reason that occultism is often defined as 
"enlightened commonsense." )-- M,L. 


"Since coming over here," continued F.E., "I have been trying to 
find out something about Leukemia ... I would like to have a small 
private meeting where I could tell you about this." (F.E. died of 
chronic lymphatic leukemia, which is 100% fatal) 

"you know, I can see streams of energy running from each of you 
in this room to Mark's body. You are doing that all the time - but 
there are two kinds of people, those who give out energy and those who 
take more energy from others. If you go into crowds down town and come 
home all tired out ... it is because you are constantly exuding this 
energy; you are having a magnetic leak of energy. You can renew it by 
going home to a quiet place and lying down. If you are very much 
exhausted, take a good bath in warm - not hot - water, with plenty of 
soap."

"You know, George," said F.E., “things aren't nearly as difficult. 
as you think in crossing over. I left very easily. I thought I was 
having a projection but I soon realized I had passed over when I saw 
my body lying there. I took a fast walk over to Meade's but he didn’t 
know I was there. He just sat there like an old Buddha and paid no | 
attention to me ......es. 


"You know, in materialization there is the substance that all of 
you have heard of, called ectoplasm, and its structure is of a very low 
grade of matter with no nucleus. Do you know what I mean? I don't mean ` 
it as you understand physical-chemical matter. I suppose I can't put it 
over, can I? It runs in a kind of web form, and each strand as it is 
‘being built somewhat resembles cheesecloth, but it also Has somewhat 
the feeling of a high grade silk.

"Do you know how we operate Mark's body, his muscles and his vocal 
chords? We concentrate our thought upon them till we begin to feel 
that it is our own body. It may seem strange to us at first but before 
long it begins to feel like our own -- all except the eyes. If I did 
open his eyes you would not like what you saw. If you could look into 
Mark's eyes now you would find the pupils very large -- they almost 
cover the whole eye. Tell ESS I was over to see him too. I liked him 
even more than when I read his letters." 


(F.E. also mede an interesting comparison, between taking control 

of the medium's body and the "estrangement" or "identification" 
achieved in meditation, The Control, according to F.E., identifies 
himself with medium's body by the same process as in becoming a "stone- 
consciousness" or "crystal consciousness." The process of "travelling" 
to a distant place also seems basically the same. All these are 
dependent on control of the attention - which, as we have often pointed 
out, is the essential process in all learning and all achieving, and 
indeed the fundamental discipline on all the planes accessible to human 
‘knowledge. Incidentally, attention control is a "subject" which is NOT 
taught per se in our schools - though it is more important than all 
other subjects put together; it would enable man to heal all diseases 
and achieve a true mastery of Nature. But any attempt to establish 
` such a discipline for children, even in its easiest form, would mest 
only with riducule, That we should "throw out the baby with the 
- bath water" is characteristic of our Western culture and of Western 
pedagogy in particular. )

"Yes, so far my experiences have been on your plane, or on a kind 
of earth-and-astral level where I can see your world, though I can't 
touch it, and also see a great many excarnate people, and I have met 
several of Mark's Inner Circle, including YADA DI SHI'ITE, whose 
name I have finally learned how to pronounce.

Subject on Apports 


"Discarnate beings often spend their time in foolish things. What 
is there to be gained by transferring an object from to there if we 
can't use the object or put the phenomenon to work to better our daily 
living? The phenomenon of apports is very interesting, but I'll wager 
if a minister may be permitted to wager - that few if any mediums here 
in the Western World know how it is being done. They just sit in dark 
rooms and let things happen. Most of us have been reared to believe 
An one form of matter but do not know that there are endless forms of 
it - due to the fact that there are endless forms of motion. 

"In moving an object from one place to another and through your 
three-dimensional matter, it is done by reducing the form to its lowest 
denominator. And what is that? It is Heat. Still keeping the mold 
out of which the form is made, keeping the etheric mold of it but 
reducing it to pure heat. I suppose that some of you in touching things ` 
that have been apported have noticed that heat?" ; 


"yes, that is well-known - but sometimes they are icy cold" said ML. 


"Well, we can go into that. We in our state of life cannot handle 
your three-dimensional substance. We have to take on a kind of three- 
dimensional form in order to do so.

"Lie flat on the back or with head raised only enough for comfort. 
Lie on a hard couch or floor so that body is kept straight. Quiet room, 
use dim light or blindfold. Relax as completely as possible, by a short 
period of slow breathing. Exhale as slowly as you inhale, and con“ 
sciously ‘let go' of nerves and muscles; feel the increasing downward 
pressure of the body, like a dead weight. 

"Let the mind IDLE. Do not concentrate, and do not try to make the 
mind "blank." Do not pursue any special train of thought. Let the mind ` 
drift | aimlessly and slowly, much as if goint to sleep.

He was proud of his gift 
but not happy in it. He had the entree to the most aristocratic 
circled in Europe, was welcomed in the houses of our own and 
foreign nobility, was a frequent guest at the Tuilleries, and 
had been received by the King of Prussia and the Czar, Sir 
William Crookes bore vi tHeps to Home's character and integrity; 
he was never "exposed" nor even tnreatened by any serious charge 
of fraud, He objected to dark seances, was bitter against 
fraudulent mediumship, and refused to believe in anything he had 
not seen for himself, including passage of matter through matter- 
and Mrs. Guppy. His grave is at St. Germaine, Paris.)

"Through my own personal studies," said Kay Ting, "I have formed 
Some opinions on this subject. Going back into the depths of time 
(which are depths of consciousness) when all that now is had its 
abiding place in the Etheric, the Higher Intelligences caused a kind 
of hypnotic spell to fall on all who were to enter into the physical- 
chemical world, The word hypnosis comes from the Greek Hypnos, the 
name of the God of sleep. The Romans called him Somnus, and he was 
supposed to be closely related to Thanatos or Death. As there is no 
such form of action as the word death implies, but merely a changing 
of one's state of awareness - and as there are endless degrees of 
awareness -- it follows that there must ve endless methods for getting 
into them, each a little different from the others. All of them, 
however, can be brought under the one heading of a hypnotic or sleep 
state, or the state of being influenced by suggestion, and fundamentally 
illusionary. 


"Some schools of thought teach that because man seems to do what is 
called thinking, he also has a free will, and is therefore master over 
his own individual destiny. Such however is not the case for man or 
for anything else. Free wlll cannot be attained except through and by 
the law of self-mastery, and only after long years of sonscious effort, 
Only upon realization of one's own dividnity is one automatically freed 
from the domination of the Group Soul. 


"Until such time as the individual finds within himself the need 
for self-realization, he is not actually a thinker, mor is he doing as 
he wills to do, since he is acting directly under the influence of the 
Group Soul through the Desire Body, via the sex energies as the princi- 
pal driving force. This control of all living things thru the forces 
of sex, while creating many seeming evils, also brings about an equal 
drive for what is called good.

"that all forms act and react in accord with their environment in time 
and place; but because man is capable of thinking and reasoning he is 
able to adapt himself to almost any environment or condition, 


"However true this statement may be, man is yet of the animal 
kingdom, and is to this day no less under the influence of the Group 
Souls; until he becomes consciously aware of his own divinity there can 
be no escaping this influence, which keeps all things in a harmonious 
pattern of action until each has attained its highest state of growth, 
designed for it in the beginning of three-dimensional time, Goy ti Loo...

As to the 
‘group spirit.' this exists only as it shows itself sporadically at 
particular times and places. As in a riot, where each person in the 
crowd may be agreeable and kindly, but put them all together and do 
something that strikes at their ego and they will react in almost the 
same manner, They feel the courage of numbers.

f "Good evening, friends," said Natalli. "Shall we continue our 
_ discussion, Dr.?" 


"I would be glad to continue along the same Line, I had asked 
you if all of the stars rotate," asked Meade Layne. 


"Yes, all bodies in the sky have a rotational movement. They 
all rotate on their own axes and that gives each its particular kind 
of what is called gravitational force -- that, and their mass and 
weight. 


"This rotation on their own axes is then supposed to derive from 


the revolution of these bodies around the center of their galaxies?" 


3 "That is right, and the beginning of a planet comes about 

through matter in electronic form creating spiral motions in the void, 
and this spiral as it continues in its line of motion begins to 
attract more and more matter to its lines of force. My colleague Yada 
was speaking of stresses - so much could be said concerning streases 
in building and destroying form; for the first lines which we call 
stresses are to be considered in a way a kind of bridgework for other 
matter to adhere to, due to the law of magnetic attraction. It depends 
largely on the kind of lines that are formed and the nature of the 
matter attracted to them what kind of body it will be. Some spiral 
formations attract substance in such a way as to create a very dense 
mass, and with others their lines of motion are of such a nature that 
- the substance they attract is not affected with the same tremendous 
-~ pull, and therefore the body is somewhat loose - the density is not 
there - such as your sun - you have not the true mass there. Your 
great star Wolf, however, is of extreme density. A cubic inch of it 
would weigh thousands of tons.” 


"It has been figured at about 9,000 tons per cubic inch - a 
Pinhead size cube, say 1/16" each way, would weigh about 23 tons, 
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"It would be of very slow motion," continued Natalli, "and it 

has veered so that it is not likely now to be caught up in the earth's 
gravitational field and become a satellite. I wanted to say that you 
are going to have many more of these great floods and windstorms 
this year. An earthquake for July for Los Angeles and San Diego is 
not likely as I see it, but the San Francisco quake seems likely to 
occur. 


"What about the shifting of the poles?" asked someone. 


"I believe some of your scientists think there has been a shifting ` 
of the poles and that another such shift is due, and also that the 
first ice age was caused by that shifting. The first ice age did not 
come about from that, but from the great ice belt formed in the sky: 
at an early period, When this gave way it fell to the earth, freezing 
the great animals in their tracks by the ice-wave that preceded the 
fall. If this had not been so, everything would have crushed to earth 
by that great impact. First came great winds, then rains and these 
were instantly frozen." 


"What about the ‘approach! of the true and the magnetic north 
poles?" asked someone. 


"That is possible, because there is a constant pull going on ‘i 
between these poles and they will draw together, and then go back. 


"Gan you tell us about the ‘radio stars' or dark stars?" 


"These are again giant vortexes that have not yet taken on 
visible matter, These bodies are built up mostly of electronic bodies 
whose field is tremendous in sending out vibration, but not of the kind 
that can be seen though they can be measured." d 


"A degree of interstellar gas is always present?" 


"Yes, but because of its vibration it cannot be seen or measured 
by instruments., The lines of its vibration are up in what is called 
black light." 


"Some contact has already been mađe with about 60 of the dark 
stars?" 


"Yes, they are numerous in all the island universes, The time 
will come, but probably not within 100 years, when all of Southern 
California will have to be artificially irrigated. The fall of the 
water table is due to a more rapid rate of evaporation, due to a rise 
of temperature in the ether. Yes, I think the only finally satisfac- 
tory solution is to remove the salt content from ocean water, 
pulling the mineral salt out by magnetic action. All that seems 
necessary, to my small way of thinking, is to set up a magnetic Pield 
that will take it out," 


"How many radicals are there in the salt solution, including the 
straight sodium chloride?" 
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3 "r don't know that I can say aia. beside the ning elenent 
you know there is a small amount of radium," continued Natalli. 


: "In preparing water for drinking, will Helium and silver re 
do the trick?" 


RK "I would think that helium would play a more important part. I 
believe the other particles are too heavy." 


"I would think that the heavier particles could be processed out 
by a definite frequency?” 


"Yes, by the law of frequencies, watter of all kinds can be caused 

o blend, Some of your greatest troubles now are caused by the problem 
of getting certain metals to mix and adhere to one another. Due to 
their atomic structure they will not mix - as with oil and water at 

‘one time; but now under sound waves they will mix well, You can take 
metals that will not mix and break down their electronic fields by- 
placing them in a spinner at tremendous speed, the highest speed that 
can be reached, and then cool them as you bring the speed down. First 
raise them to a high temperature and the speed to the. highest rate, 

then slow down the speed." 


"I do not see why they cannot be made malleable," 


"Beryllium copper can be manipulated and becomes very hard, but 
I believe that it does not make a good conductor - which is unfortunate 


_ (Returning to astronomy, someone asked): 
"Do the galaxies have globular star clusters as satellite?" 


"Yes," said Natalli. 


"You hold that a star is, in its beginning, essentially a compo- 
sition of interstellar gases?" 


"Yes, and I would say that any body in the sky originated out of 
gaseious matter. 


"It is also believed that the star and the gas revolve at the same ` 
rate of speed about the center of the galaxy - about a million miles 
an hour?" 


"Not having a stop watch I cannot say." 


` nt misspoke myself - the star is supposed to move faster than the. 
: gas, and in doing so picks up particles and becomes larger?" 


"Yes, but it depends on the density of the body what its speed 
will be, and when it first begins to build its spiral lines to move 
off into the gas fields, it is going at a very low rate of speed, 
only a little above the speed of the gases, Then as the density 
becomes greater its speed increases, until its mass „eight has reached 
a certain degree, and then it will slow down again." 


"According to that the slow speed stars are the large ones, 
we call the red giants?" 


"They do not stay at a given rate of speed," continued Natalli. 


"There are changes at different periods of the body's. growth,” 


"There seems to me to be a contradiction in the theory but we 
will let it pass for the present. I wanted to ask about the streamers 
of the corona -- are they upthrusts from the sun's surface, or inflow- 
ing streamers of gas falling into the sun?" ` ; 


"That depends greatly upon whether the sun, acting as a giant : 
atom smasher, has reached its greatest state of absorption of matter e 
and is beginning to create what are called cosmic showers. When itis 
in that state, giving off matter, then the corona is considerably 
greater in its expansion. One other thing before it slips my mind. — 
Often when your scientists cannot see beyond certain bodies, it is not ` 
because there is gaseous matter between them, but there are interblend-_ 


>- ing lines of light, passing and making a kind of lattice; and these 


lines of light are reflecting and sending off heat waves that cause a 
kind of warping in the’ ether, distorting the calculations of your 
scientists, Now I must go." 
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THE CONTROL IS THE MAHARAJAH NATCHA: 


(A brief outline of rites of initiation performed in lower 
chambers of the Sphinx at Gizeh in the times of the Pharaohs. ) 


į 


(At this time the most advanced teacher of the Lodge received the 
last and highest initiation that could be conferred on him. I give 
this to explain why some persons believe that the teachings concerning 
reincarnation originated in Egypt.) 


"The one to take this initiation is placed upon a cross - a 


symbol form of the Roman numeral X, or a numerical form representing 4 
the ultimate, or infinity, or the end of a known dimension. It also a 
means the renouncing of the world of matter and the entering of the E 


so-called Fourth Dimension, of Time (not time as understood by the 
motion of 3-dimensional matter). 


"After the initiate has been bound to the cross with leather or 
fiber thongs, he permits himself to fall into a deep cataleptic sleep 
or trance. The other members of the Lodge form a half-circle and chant 
in mystical and tones. These mantrams constitute a pleading to the 
Gods of the Etheric worlds to make clear the path for the initiate 
to the stars and other cosmic bodies where he now intends to project 
his KA or psychic body. 

"This kind of projection is fraught with many dangers, and there 
is always the possibility that the KA or Psyche may lose his awareness 
of his physical body. A form of dissociation may come upon him akin to ` 
what you call amnesia, and the energy of his physical body may play out : 
before he can get back to it, in which case he dies. This means that 
he has failed and must wait to come back in a new body as a baby. But - 
should he be successful he will bring back with him a great amount of AA 
accurate knowledge concerning the nature and condition of the specified 
bodies in space which he has been sent to investigate. The time limit 
is three days. The findings are then compared with those of other 
initiates who have gone before him, and if they agree it is considered 
proven that he has actually been where he was sent. In this case his 
return to the physical body represents reincarnation, or returning to 
the world of flesh. 


"This kind of initiation by no means belonged wholly to the 
Egyptians. All races have had secret Ordeys and performed similar 
rituals, The Incas, Aztecs, and Mayans all performed ceremonies wherein 
psychic projection was practised. 


"But projection is not a complete separation from the physical 
body. Indeed, it is not separation at all, but an expansion of aware- 
ness. Death is a complete withdrawing of all conscious life forces 
and energies from the chemical body, and the Ego must stay in the 
Astral world until it can build a new physical body. The nature of 
the person, the length of the life just ended, his desires, and his 
education in the inner laws of life ~- all these factors and many more 
go to govern the time of his stay in the astral. Some remain only 
nine months, others from 50 to several thousand years. The first 
named are, as a rule, those who died at birth or shortly thereafter; 
those who stay out fore great periods are those far advanced in wisdom, 4 
Sometimes these stay in the low astral as helpers and teachers, but / 
they are required to go to higher states for periodical visits and rest, @ . 
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"Friends," continued NATCHA,"it is not necessary that you believe — 
in rebirth, for rebirth is like all else: the law of it exists an 
you will follow its pattern to the letter regardless of how you may 
feel about it. Since each of us will eventually come to know the 
truth of all things by personal experience, is it not foolish to tey 
to foist your opinions onto another? 

"The term reincarnation to most students means return to the 
flesh body and to the three-dimensional world only, but its action 
includes all planes; it is a return to a level of consciousness on 
which one has previously been functioning, A plane is a state of 
awareness of an individual. If we understand this, we can understand 
how one can reincarnate without ever leaving the flesh body or the 
material world, 


"The kingdom of Heaven, of which Jesus spoke, simply means inner 
wisdom of the occult laws of life, and to be ‘born again' is to come 
into this understanding. 


"It is thought by some that your physical-chemical world is the 
one world of illusion and deception. But illusion and deception are 
found on all planes, and without it there could be no room for advance- 
ment, and life and consciousness would be impossible, 

"We take illusions and form them into needed realities; and as 
belief in our need changes we see the lack of concreteness in the 
necessary reality. As long as a thing proves useful to us, it is a 
reality with a sufficiently concrete nature so that we would be fools 
to argue with it. This is as true of the theory of reincarnation as 
it is of all else. 


"I have used the word theory, instead of law as I did earlier. 

A theory is a preconceived ea about something; a kind of spring 
board off which we plunge in the hope of find usable reality. 

A law is that which we find ourselves consciously working with. We 
are not really working under a law if we are not aware of our actions. 
It is awareness that makes the difference between law and theory, or 
illusion and reality. 

"If we are to be free on our path of learning, we must recognize 
the fact that no one is infallible. Do not be afraid or ashamed to 
make mistakes, Sincerity should be the keynote. Say what you feel; 
feel what you say. Because a teacher has asserted something is no 
reason why you should go about asserting it, unless you have ascertained 
its truth by your own efforts. 


"There is a School of thought founded on the teachings of a 
Russian woman of remarkable talent in acquiring and setting down occult 
knowledge. Of course, she labored not alone, for as all who knew her 
personally will attest, the greater part of her work was given her by 
her teachers, most of whom abode on many levels of consciousness 
beyond that in which you live. 

“With all due respect to this blessed teacher and the advanced 
souls who aided her, as to all of her sincere pupils and general 
followers, I yet find it necessary, as most of my honorable colleagues 
of the Inner Circle have done in the past, to restate that there are 
no such things as astral shells, or carcasses of the dead floating 
around on the astral planes, as this teacher is supposed to have 
taught. We have never encountered a form on any of the astral levels 
that could properly be termed an astral corpse or former body of a 
living soul. 


Shoreovd,” continued NATCHA, "so far as we have been able to — 
ascertain, there is no 'second death’ of the kind in which a body is - 
shed as is done on the earth plane. There is only one form of death 

on the astral levels, and this takes place gradually as the individual's | J 
need becomes greater under the pressure of desire. This is called $ 
reincarnating on the physical plane, but there is no leaving of a 
= lifeless body or shell to drift aimlessly about for conscious entities 
on either side of the veil to come in contact with. I could say to 
you that the laws of Nature would not permit such a thing to be, but 
= such a statement would be misleading. No one, either in or out of the 
body, ever sees the whole of life at one time, but each of us is cog- 
nizant of fragments of its action, and as these fragments are them- 
selves made up of even more fragmentary parts of an X quantity, we can- ` 
not logically ask you to sit down and reason with us; for the art of % 
reasoning is also but a fragmentary part of the action of mind and 
brain and is entirely dependent on the nature of the individual. All 
we can do with one another is to express our thoughts asconcisely as 
possible and leave others to draw their own conclusions from them, 
"And so we say to you, as clearly and simply as we can, that what 
- have been erroneously taken for corpses on the astral level, are 
; thought-forms of the ‘dead! and the living, which issue not only from 
the 'wakeful' states of awareness of human minds on both sides of the 
- veil, but are manufactured and projected from many levels of conscious- 
ess. And as man is an inherent believer in g ood and evil, the re- 
ults of his contacts with his fellows - whether si person or by means 
of his thought-forms - will be good or evil. 

"The degree of life and intelligence of a thoughe form depends oe 
‘purely on the life and intelligence of its creator, and on the quality 
and quantity of desire used in making it. 

"Thought forms are often contacted and conversed with in seance 
rooms, as many unbiased psychic investigators have attested. 
Spiritualistic history is well spotted with highly autenticated 
instances of fictional characters - the brain children of authors - 
appearing in seance rooms."

(This was a special meeting called for the purpose of getting certain 
technical and scientific information, ) 


"One of our Associates has sent ua a question,” said Meade iawn, 
"as to certain areas of the earth's surface that are sald to cause 
malignancies - cancer and the like - and other areas which are said 
to be curative in nature, Would you care to speak of that?" 


"Radioactivity in different parts of the earth and their effect," 
said YADA, "depend largely on the individual, the nature of his 
chemical make-up and his psychic sensitivity to radiations or vibrations | 
of certain minerals. To some, such metals as gold, silver, and copper | 
are very inharmonious, to others, not so. Some have a psychic affinity, | 
some a psychic repulsion to them, If these radiations continue to 
discharge themselves into those who are psychically opposed to them, 
they will create conditions in the body that will bring about chemical 
changes resulting in cancer, or tuberculosis, and other diseases." : 


"Can generalization be made?" asked M. L. 


"No, no generalization can be made. It depends on the individual 
and the chemical elements in his body. There are regions claimed to be 
specially good for certain diseases - but this has really nothing to do 
with atmosphere, temperature, or weather conditions, but rather with 
radiations of certain elements in the earth which attract other elements 
in the atmosphere, making a combined ine flow which is helpful 
to the sufferer." 


"Does it have an opposite effect on some?" 


"Yes, this would have an opposite effect on some; they would 
psychically rebel against it and feel all kinds of irritations." 


"How could one tell whether they would be helpful or not?" 


"Possibly by what your friend Mr, Cameron is doing - measuring 
radiations. But much more will have to be known about these lines of 
force existing in your atmosphere and running from the earth into the- 
atmosphere, and from it into the earth, before you can have anything 
like a complete picture of what 1s going on. 

"Everything sends off its own kind of aura. There are various 
bends or rays that come from substances, as you have in your atom, 
alpha, beta, gamma and so on. Each ray has its own particular rate of 
motion, It may send off, say, one and then one-two pulsations; and 
then one again, and then go back to one-two, and then one, and then 
one-two, and one. Other substances seem to send off double pulsations, 
and then you have 2-4-8 and repear. Did you know of that? 

"Bach substance has its own particular ray and place, and can be 
very helpful to some and harmful to others. Not only to hvman beings, 
but to animals, birds and plant life. : 
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"Many minerals get their rate of motion," continued YADA, "or 
escape from a certain ray from the sun. This ray in working in a 
metal will either keep its rate of escape or break down at a certain 
tempo as in radium. You have noticed that radium cannot be changed.. 
in its rate of breakdown into lead, You have tried all manner of `~“ : 
things and still nothing changes it. That is because there is a 
radiation from the sun, @ particular band or wave length, that keeps 
it steady so that nothing can change it. You may say this wave length 
is a particle belonging to the cosmic ray. That is the determining 
factor, why one atom of radium breaks down and another does not." 


"I had never thought of the rays given off by substances as being 
anything but a regular rhythm radiating within the substance" said 
Vern Cameron. "This would enornously widen the numerous wave-bands 
that could be had in a given range without interference, just the 
different rhythms." 


; "You know," said YADA, "you have today one of the most marvellous 
things that have come to humanity - the Quantum theory. You measure 
by that, and using your instruments you will find that by making - 
mathematical computations you will find these pulsations," 


Z "In this connection I want to ask you about PK effects. Take the 
-case where the fall of dice is affected - is PK effect possible only 
within the limits of the aura?" asked M.L. 


"Not exactly within the limits of the aura, no. In fact, it can 
be extended to a great distance beyond the aura - but with some people 
only within the aurs, depending on their mental powers of concentra- 
tion. Some take several minutes, let us say, to concentrate on a force 
going into action; others can do it almost instantaneously." 


"We can. understand in a way the mental activity reacting on the 
magnetic field, but suppose you get outside the aura entirely - does 
the nature of the operation change?" asked M.L. 


"Perhaps the ionization of the air --- I believe it is caused by 
the lining up of the molecules of the air in some way.

"That would permit of communication between worlds by telepat

"It is very likely, because nothing travels. It is not a travel- 
ling, but a putting into alignment of the molecular structure of the 
ethers, When you send a message to someone telepathically, there are 
no waves coming out of the brain, no actual waves - but these energy 
waves which are three-dimensional, which come from the brain structure, 
` they act as a kind of central field or core, and from this core 
the force will control or align the molecules in the ether. The 
ether ~ not the atmosphere. The atmosphere is as nothing." 
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"Just now I am interested not in the telepathic side of it, but 
in the control of the fall of the dice at a distance of three feet, 
if that effect is not dependent upon the dice being in that actual 
aura, or magnetic field of the body, then it may be possible to 
affect apparatus by mental means, at a great distance.

"The time-leg depends on the force put out, the driving force.

; "Yes," said Prof. Luntz, "the flight of planes at supersonic 
speeds has a profoundly disturbing effect on the ethers and on many 
of the etheric people. It is comparable to the effect of releasing 
atomic energy - the atomic bomb. 

"The ethers are of enormous density. They are, nevertheless, 
atomic or particulate in structure and have directional flows. 


"Supersonic speed within the terrefial atmosphere disrupts these 
flows more than does equal speed above the atmosphere. 


"If the speed of an object is sufficiently increased it will 
reach a point where it passes into what you sometimes speak of as 
another dimension, or at least out of 3-dimentional space. : 

"The effect on the ethers is due to a heating and expansion,

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TRANSCRIPT #15 -- THE CONTROL IS NATALLI on "TEE TIME-VACUUM" 
(March, 1952) 


(Before the Control came on, Mark Probert had been toying with a 

pair of .Alnico magnets and the conversation concerned magnetic 

E Natalli took control very abruptly, contrary to his custom, 
egan: 


"I am going to say something," said NATALLI, "which may not be 
quite understood., While we-have various densities it is still a 
difficult thing to reckon with, because it will be. supposed by your 
scientists that in the last analysis the density would be so great 
that the medium could only be described as homogeneous. I have 
ed worked out a theory, part of which at least may be known 

o you, 

"If we look at densities as blending slowly we arrive at a 
density which will be to all intents homogeneous. But this is not 
really the case, By basing on the quantum theory each state is 
periodical - a perlod-behaviour of the atoms. This period state can 
only come about by thinking in this manner. The action of the atom 
in each grade of density is not a stable condition, but one which 
appears and disappears - a kind of blinking, so to speak, in lawful 
sequence, In each passing second or other fraction of time there is 
a different form of motion. A phenomenon cf action taking place in 
one density, will cause another form of action to take place in 
another density. It is this action taking place in different dimen- 
sions which create what you éall form. Now, we wonder where the atom 
is, in the fraction of time that it is not in action, There is a 
time vacuum existing between the period-states of motion. When an 
action takes place in the atomic world here in this density, it 
creates another form of action in another density. Here we have a 
cause-and-effect in play and spanning the gulf of the time interval, 
This can only be a time vacuum, There is a stream of force passing 
between the two densities. Due to the fact that we cannot ever get 
to a state of nothingness, this field between that we call the time 
intervals we may call a play going on between the two ----A------ A 
play or interchange between the proton and the neutron, They exchange 
energies until there is a kind of absorption of one of them. We 
wonder what has heppened to the one - and how the absorption takes 
place again. Both are sending off energies, and those of one are 
picked up by other bodies. You have in this exchange a complete 
breakdown of the atomic body, and it pours itself across this time 
vacuum into another dimension, where in forming an atomic structure 
4n that dimension it is moving at a different rate of speed. Possibly 
it has lost some of its electronic bodies in this new dimension and 
possibly it has added new electronic kind, In other words, the atom 
in this new dimension will create a web-like structure with other 
atoms that will make a solid for that dimension. 

"your time vacuum lies in the exchange of a neutron and proton in 
which one of these has absorbed the anergy of the other. In thet 
moment you have a time vacuum, But it is so fragmentary in its time 
period that there is as yet no way I know of to measure it.

"In the atom of your physical world, the nucleus is itself made up 


of other atoms with electronic bodies. 


"In the series of emanations, alpha, beta, gamma etc., the gamma 
ray is the most potent; it is the essence of pure kinetic energy. 
This moves or the particles of this wave move in a jagged vibratory 
motion - in a saw-tooth motion, - this gives the wave its high 
penetrative power, Matter in forming structure creates a web or net.

"Concerning the blinking star to which your newspapers refer, 
Almost all blinking is due to space vibration or blurring. But this 
star expands rapidly like an explosion, and the products of the 
explosion fall back onto the star itself on account of the vast size 
of its orbit, It resembles the sun with its great streams of energy 
extending 3 or 4 millions of miles, This star is a very great body 
and it is in gestation - in process of formation. If you could hear 
the sound of these explosions it would appall you beyond words. Yes, 
I can hear them if I adjust myself to them - tune in on them, as you 
say. We can hear any sound by this means just as we can see any past 
event by reading the images of it on the ethers. These images do not 
blur or fade or interfere with each other with the passage of time. 
We can see much of the future also, because coming events exist in 
mind first of all. As for the changing of events by human decisions, 
such decisions can themselves often be forseen. The basic fact to be

"How does the shock treatment affect the patient?" asked someone. 


"Shock treatments as now employed," said Luntz,"take for 10 to 20 
years off the life of the patient. It breaks down the cells. It 
causes the acid in the cells to congeal, which is equivalent to 
"softening of the brain." Unless there is sign of deterioration of the 
brain tissue the shock treatment is detrimental, As a last resort and 
for a short time it may restore normalcy, but only by prolonging the 
condition. Conditions brought about by mental strain, as these 
usually are, may be helped to some extent by any kind of mild shock, 
because this brings back the desire to carry on. But all treatment 
should be very considerate - and all mechanical treatment is too 
harsh and does not give the body a chance. Insanity is usually the 
result of psychic shock. 3 


"Shock cases easily become obsession cases - and then we have to 
treat them on this side. The mental wave petterns of living people 
act like spider webs. A very high-minded excarnate may become caught 
in them. The idea of having a ‘mission! may chain an excarnate to a 
medium, until the latter's personality is almost absorbed, All such 
conditions are bad - enslavement is enslavement, however motivated.

"What about the fluorine poured into the drinking water of 
cities?" asked another. 


"This business of putting fluorine into the drinking waber of 
cities! It will certainly bring about some kind of physical trouble. 
Fluorine should not be used in water above the amount which is normally 
present. It can cause a sediment in the kidneys that may form kidney 
stones - a hard deposit. Or it will build a similar deposit in the 
veins and blood vessels. 


"Multiple schlerosis is prevalent. It seems to have its beginning 
somewhere about the 10th to 12th year. Most of this comes about 
through substances in the water. While water is one of the greatest 
solvents known, there are some things it does not affect. Mutations 
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"in the water of the body cause many ills. It can poison you by 
producing a toxic condition in the blood stream, with a desire for 
constant sleep. 


"The exploitation of water supplies and systems by commercial 
interests is a public menace. In your own city millions are to be 
expended to bring water from a great distance, but there is abundant 
supply at no great depth underground. The findings of Cameron's 
aurameter to this effect are perfectly correct. 


"But this is an old story. Look at the 'problem' of taking salt 
out of sea water. The brains and limitless funds that produced the 
atom bomb could have solved this difficulty qute easily, years ago - 
had the way for such great human service not been blocked by the 
contrivances of politicians. 

"As to the "conquest of space! -- can you not understand that 
this conquest, this expansion of man's domains, means more war. 
You have been told in these meetings that Armagoddon refers to a space 
war, If I were to coin a name for mankind I should say, Man is the 
Brute of the Universe." 
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
